Anyway after reading this, you'll give Pop a try, you'll 
love it, no joke.

I'm not 
kidding you, I know cause I have almost everything 
they released. Then comes PARASOL RECS., whom also 
a huge distribution services in addition to the great 
records they put out. BIG DEAL has some fine releases 
as well. COPPER RECS. is quite a new label, to date I 
think they have 5 releases, 4 of them I heard and are 
absolutely great. BREAK UP RECS. only release 7" 
singles/ EP's, but they're all fine. All label above in 
America. In Spain there are a hip labels like SNAP

Full Throttles is a new breed of Malaysian Punk/HC 
scene and they are fantastic. Its kind an honor for me to 
put their interview in this zine, basically they play a 
cross between grind and crust with a serious political 
message, maybe you guy can figure out their type of 
noise, very loud and grinding music, this interview was 
answered by F.T's drummer - Effizul, lets check it out. 
Ganyang: W7»en did Full T)\mttlcs form as a hand and what the 
inspiration to do so. 

Effizul: F.T was started in the eand of 1997, when Yan, Apeng, 
Azmeer and me met in Kulim when wc further our study there. 
Sadly the band was dormant in Kulim because we're busy with our 
study and exam. In 1998, we met again in Kuala Lumpur. Here 
we get to know more friends who are active in the scene, since then 
with their support and encouragement, we malce a decision to get 
back and the current line -up are: Yan -Vocal, Apeng-Bass, 
Azmeer-Guitar and me on Drum. F.T was formed because we 
wanted to create a media of expression for ourselves to voice our 
opinion, and we wanted to contribute something for the scene 
itself. Since the scene is generated by the involvement of the people 
who loves it. we think that we should do the same for the scene. 
Everybody can play their part for the scene and F.T is our way in 
contributing something for the scene. 
Ganyang: Tell me a little hit about your band's releases. 
Effizul: Until now, we have released our derno tape entitled "The 
End of Neo-feudalism Generation". It contain 8 live song recorded 
at The Jam Studio, PJ and we pressed around 350+ + copies of 
c-tir demo, and it cost us around 400+ + to press it. There is a few 
copies left and you can get it through the address at the end of the 
interview. We also have done a split with Grindfest, Sabah's 
grindcore band. 

Ganyang: Generally you guys play punk uut specifically how to 
define F.T's music. 

Effizul: Its hard to define our music, each of us have our own 
influences and we try to mix our influences. In our music, you can 
hear so many styles in our song. Basically we play fast, noise and a 
little bit of grind and punk. But I think the listeners should define 



our music themselves 
because we don" want to 
make ihcm confuse about 
our sound and music style. 
It's belter for the listeners to 
make their own definition 
after listening to the music. 
Ganyang: How can you see 
the lyrics can give impact to 
the listeners. 

Effizul: Lyrics is a tool and 
a for of expressing your 
feeling and opinion. When 
sincerity and emotion being 
put in the lyrics that we 
sing, it will make the song 
more powerful and 
meaningful. Such song can 
influence the listeners 
because they can relate 
their own feelings and their 
life. For examples, have 
you heard a song by Minor 
Threat entitled "Straight 
Edge" its started as a song, 
but look what has it created 
for a scene, a new movement a philosophy. So that is how big is 
the impact of the lyrics towards the listeners. We also must realize 
the lyrics are not only a form of expressing your feelings but also a 
medium of communication and information, so use il as smart as 
you can. 

Ganyang: Many Irnnds preach and sing alwut the smash the system, 
smasli the government, smasfi the police but sometimes some of as 
are afraid to go for direct action and some of us are not agree with 
the latest people aspiration movement which known as reformist 
group, it's kind of a useless and meaningless because We only brave 
to preach it on the stage but not in the real World. 
Effizul: 1 agreed with your opinion, some of us are only brave to 
preach on the stage but not in the real world. What the worst is 
some of them didn't give a damn about local politics and social 
situation. They sing about police, government, system just to took 
'punk'. They didn't take any initiative to practice the message that 
they sing in the real life. Maybe they will say that Internal Security 
Act (I.S.A) and University and University College Act 
(AUKU) had prevent them from doing what they have sing, but 
for me it just a lame excuse. Wc can do a lot of things, and its up 
to us to Find a best and suitable ways to do it. If you cannot involve 
in direct action or radical activist, then try to do something that can 
create impact to the system itself (educating others, involve in 
campaign, etc) but please don't just sit on your lazy ass and do 
nothing. I would like to quote a word from Robert of Commitment 
Records, "I think you should always try to get the maximum out of 
your life by being active, supporting other people where you can, 
by just doing something, instead of watching TV or playing 
computer games all day long, and complain about everything 
around you. If you don't like something, stop complaining and try 
to change it . 

Ganyang: So what is important, lyrics or the message. 
Effizul: Himtirn.. music or massage, I think both make a good 
combination, don't just give our attention to one of it only you 
should give both a good attention. We must to realize that the fact 
people love good music, so don't just write good lyrics but the same 
lime you don't give a damn about your music sound like. When 
people say that your music sound like 'shit', don't blame them, and

Ganyang: Lefs talk about your Cd 'no more carelessness' one 
thing that noticeable that you guys playing melodic pop-punk, 
some said that most of pop-punk band is not punk anymore 
because they are part of the system (entering top 10 chart and 
been aired in a commercial radio), what your comment on this. 
Mike Yoo: I think that is total bullshit. I mean who the hell 
judges what punk is and isnt anyway? It is so lame that people 
say melodic punk isnt punk rock any more. I can understand 
that it might sound very similar to the mainstream music but that 
does not mean shit cuz the band themselves are trying to 
achieve something by making those music and have an attitude 
towards the world or an issue. 
Can you get any punk rock than 
that? Look at pop bands like 
Screeching Weasel, Chixdiggit and 
Digger etc. They all have their 
unique style of music and I think 
that is so damn punk rock. 

Ganyang: Some of the band 
members are Asian, punk seems 
more towards western culture. 
Most of Asian tradition and custom 
itself are opposing what we can 
found in punk itself, how do you 
guys facing this problem and 
manage to control it. 
Mike Yoo: I think it has nothing to 
do with race. It is true that 
Western people have been in the 
scene for longer because they 
started it and now that the Asians 
have found out, they don't care 
about the tradition and cultural 
which are opposing them from 
being punk. Tliey have respect 
about their cultural and all but 
that is same to ail the countries it isn t just in Asia. 
Ganyang: Is anyone of you are into radical punk thinking such as 
anarchism, straight edge or political punk, what can you see the 
rationale behind all this radical movement in punk scene. 
Mike Yoo: I dont think we are into any of them but I am really 
into the political punk with those damn good political lyrics. (E.g. 
Randy, Propagandht) 

Ganyang: How's life in Hong Kong nowadays and how Hong 
Kong people especially teenagers accepting punk as a part of 
alternative and counter culture.

Eflizul: We should make the idea of punk suitable according to our 
surrounding and our own approach. We can't take al! the idea 
from the west and implement it blindly in our surrounding. We 
have our own differences with the west, and we must lo make some 
changes or maybe created new idea of punk, here in Malaysia. If 
we take all the ideas from the west without considering whether it 
suitable or not with us here, it will create a lots of problem, 
difficulty and misunderstanding not only for the people outside the 
punk movement but also between the kids itself. Be smart use your 
brain and think. "Blind acceptance is a sign of stupid fools who 
stand in a line**- Johnny Rotten. 

Ganyang: Do you thinly that pun^ is inherently political. 
E-ffizul: Yes, punlt is inherently political, but in the 
beginning it just about self-politics, but now as we seen all 
over the world, punk has become a movement that involve 
n the real politics. Lots of punk had involved themselves 
n a political party and other political movements just to 
nake some positive changes in the political situation and 
change in the society itself. Respect to all punks who 
dedicated their time, commitment and dedication in 
politics. 

Ganyang: What has been the most important contribution 
of punk towards building a political consciousness and are 
U'e done et}ottgli of it in Malaysia. 

Effizul: Punk has created a new and different perspective 
for us to look at the political situation that happen around 
us. thus making us realize that politics is not what we seen 
in the media. It created a consciousness for the people 
who involve with punk about the truth and lies about 
politic we see around us. Are we doing enough of it in 
Malaysia, well m my opinion we 

must pay our attention more in educating and informing 
people who involved in the scene about politics and the 
system. Telling people about the wrong in politic and the 
system is useless if people are still in the 'dark' about the 
real and true system of politic itself. 

Ganyang: How do you feel about so-called Nazi Pim/js in 
Malaysia, from my opinion they're childish, shallow, 
immature, illiterate* and crazy. Tltey are the Worst part of punk in 
Malaysia, what's your opinion about it and is any other Worst part 
of punk M here. 

Effizul: They are bunch of stupid punks who have nothing to 
show accept their own stupidity and their negative idea about 
judging people with the color of their skin and only one race, one 
superior than others. They are the worst part of punk in the world 
indeed. Stop Nazi idea and movement from destroying our scene, 
as punk rock Columbus Luk Haas always maintains: "The only 
good Nazi is Nasi Goreng". 

Ganyang: What do you think punk/HC group who involve rn 
welfare and social activities, are they any advantages and 
disadvantages of it. 

Effizul: The involvement of some punk/HC group welfare and 
social activities is a good example that we can show to all the 
people out there that punk/HC is about making a positive changes 



in society and our involvement in such movement and activities, is 
the solid prove about our objective in making a positive changes in 
society. I didn't see any advantages in the involvement of punk/HC 
group in such activities, what should wc do is we must act more 
active in such activities and let make some positive changes around 
us. I hope that we can make our own welfare movement, just like 
'Food Not Bomb* in the USA and Europe gives free meals to the 
homeless, it would be cool right. 

Ganyang: If you had lo sum of the core belief of aim of your band, 
how would yon. 

Effizul: I think these three words will sum up the core belief of our 
hand, communication, education and unity. 

Ganyang: Tell me what songs and bands you Would lifre to cover 
during your show and why. 

Effizul: It would be a song called 'surrender' from fingerprint (the 
French emo-HC bands). This song is so powerful (musically and 
lyrically) and the idea and message one parallel with ours. So that 
make the song and our favonte to be cover in our show. 
Ganyang: What are Full Uuottlcs' future plans, tours, album or 
what so ever. 

Effizul: We are in work to release a 3 way split CD project, other 




bands that involve with us are ROT from Brazil and Infectious 
Break From South Africa. We are just waiting for the completion 
of a CD sleeve artwork and collecting enough money before 
pressing the CD. We will also involve in some compilation, but let 
11s skip it out because we are not confirming yet. If there is any 
development in our project, we will make sure that all of you will 
know about it, promise.

A good movie il you wanl lo check 
this oul is called 'Malewan' eboul Ihe cool wais in Wesl 
Virginia. I also remember reading 'The lungle* by Upton 
Sinclair in high school end really loving il, again leeSng 
that I could identify wilh Ihe story I had a lew basic idee or 
philosophies I developed when I was e leenogei. One 
wes lhal everyone should have Ihe basic necessities of 
rife, however Ihey weie piovided. No one should go 
wilhoul lood or clothing or shelter or Ihe like. Another was 
lhal people should have Ihe lieedorn lo do whatever Ihey 
wanl wilh Iheii own body providing Ihey don't interfere 
wilh someone else. A third was lhal men and womea 
black and while, gay and straight should ell be equol. 
Utile did I know then Ihel these weie some of Ihe basic 
tenets ol anarchist thought Somehow my pro-union 
sentiments lound then way around my anti-union 
upbringing by believing lhal unions 'used to' be good 



and necessary, bul now weie corrupt I've actually heard 
Ihel fiom o lew people, il seems lo be a pretty standard 
conservative line, actually. It's sort of like people who will 
piaise Martin Luther King lot fighting lot civil rights, bul 
condemn people nowadays as fighting lor 'special rights.*

I know Cve gotten a lew people lo think 
about things more deeply Ihan Ihey had before and lo try 
lo make punk be something worthwhile Instead ol us 
staling thai II already It. I know thai Ihere are some people 
oul Ihere thai already tell Ihe way I do, bul |usl felt 
reassured lo know Ihel Ihey were not Ihe only ones. Bul I 
also know there are a lol ot people out Ihere who are 
■epoBticar or even righl wing who feel lhal punk should 
|usl be (ike Mlv, and then Ihere are a lol of political punks 
who wanl lo ignore my criticism because Ihey benefit from 
Ihe way Ihe punk scene Is currently sel up. These people 
lend lo call me named like 'negative* and "cynical" as if 
Ihese were bad trails. Punk revolves siound Ihe buying 
and selling ol things, and Ihe way It does INs Is by 
convincing people that Ihe more punk things they own, 
Ihe punker Ihey are, and Ihe punker Ihey are, Ihe bellei a 
person Ihey are in Ihe eyes of INs community, Ihe more 
Ihey fit in. Because most zines ot any size are funded by 
Ihe business class ol punk, Ihey can nol challenge Ihese 
basic assumptions or Ihey lose ad revenue, and 
eventually go oul ol business. So Ihe zines that have 
slaying power are Ihe ones lhal are music based and may 
pick al small INngs in Ihe scene, but don't question Ihe 
INngs lhal are fundamentally wrong with it. Therefore 
Ihese issues are mostly left oul of Ihe day-lo-day dialog ol 
punk as II wrestles wilh issues such as Straightedge vs. 
non-slraighledge, big pants vs bondage pants, el celera. 
Because fundamental issues of Nerarchy, consumption, 
and Identity are Ignored so oflen, when one DOES bring 
them up, you end up sounding like you are from Neplune, 
lust like you sound Ike you are from Neplune when you 
ask why we have lo work 10 hours a week or pay rent lo 
a landlord. All ol aboul wilh mainstream media are present 
wilh punk media. Mainstream media Ignores questions tike 
"why does my boss lake a much higher share of Ihe 
wealth we all created than I and my fellow workers gel?" 
wNle concentrating on Issues tike flag burning or pro- 
choice vs. pro-life Any paper lhal has asked Ihe real 
fundamental questions has quickly gone out ol business 
or been reduced lo obscurity by Ihe lack of advertising 
funds. But I have sort of realised over Ihe past lew months, 
as I have found many INngs lo do wilh my time that don'l 
involve punk rock, how finy and almost insignificant Ihe 
scene is lo Ihe rest of Ihe world, and how my time is much 
beller spent asking people what right their landlord has lo 
demand money lo allow them lo continue living In Iheir 
home than II Is spent asking punk kids why Ihey need lo 
plaster Ihelr body wilh band names lo leel Ike a complele 
human being? 



Halla Nirman: What about Ihe Imitation ol fanzines in term 
of reecNng oul? It's sale lo assume lhal INs Is nol such a 
big problem lor bands as people are more eagei lo be 
entertained Ihan lo be educated/informed- so have you 
ever been discouraged by INs fad? 
Dave: Geez. have you ever read "Retrogression*? For 
years I have been writing about how discouraging II Is lo 
go lo a show wilh a zine I pul hundreds of hours into only 
lo have kids more Interesting In patches and CDs. 
listening to music is a very passive activity, II is easy lo 
Islen lo music and nol INnk and nol be challenged II is 
easy. Even il a band has really radical lyrics, II you do nol 
agree wilh those lyrics II is easy lo ignore them and 
concentrate only on Ihe beat and Ihe rhythm. Look, for 
example, al how many assholes Islen to bands Ike 
•Rage Against The MacNne* bul completely ignore Iheir 
polfics? Or even In our own scene, how many melalheeds 
(including me! Islen lo 'Slayer* end try lo Ignore Ihe lad 
thai Ihey sing songs praising Ihe Nazi doctor loseph 
Mengele. So yeah it's discouraging as hell. It's 
discouraging lo know lhal a guy I know who is a Idiotic 
racist asshole gels interviewed all Ihe fime lor being in a 
band, wNte my union rep who has great slories lo tell 
aboul fighting Ns boss will Ikely never gel a chance lo 
express Ns views lo a bunch of punks because he is nol 
a musician. It's also discouraging lo do a zine and lo know 
thai Ihere are so many people oul Ihere who would wanl 
lo hear what you have lo say but il is nearly Impossible lo 
reach Ihem il Ihey are nol punk rockers. If I do a zine and 
sell II through zine dislios Ike Tree of Knowledge and al 
shows, Ihe only way someone can see II is if they are 
already a part of INs Idle subculture. Bul Ihere might be 
some dorky comic book reading nonpunk kid who would 
love 'Retrogression* if he saw II, and there mlghl be some 
50 year old waitress who would leally be inspired by 
some ol Ihe stuff I write about unions, II only she saw any 
ol it. Someone recently called my zine "eSHsl" tor being on 
Ihe web, because I am restricting access only lo those 
who have computers. But a print zine sold al punk shows 
Is equally eltisl because you are restricting access only lo 
people who have been exposed lo a certain type of music 
land were nol turned oil by Ihe almost all wNle, almost all 
male, extremely NerarcNcal nature ol that scene). 

Halla Nirman: RETROGRESSION is available both in print 
and on-lne. Are Ihere any pro's and con's aboul INs? 
WNch version would you prefer most? 
Dave: Well. I |usl answered pari of INs. Both ol Ihem have 
pros and cons relaled lo access. Tm sure lew men outside 
Ihe punk scene would have read my article on same-sex 
rape in Issue #1 3 il I had never pul II onlne, bul I know 
many people have read Ihe article because Ihey searched 
on Ihe web for articles on male rape. So in lhal way web 
access is a lllle belter Of course, web access is still 
restricted lo those with a computer or other web-accessing 
device lie. WebTV). WNle Ihe prices of computers are 
dropping Ike crazy access is still nowhere near universal. 
Electronic pubisNng allows me to concentrate only on Ihe 
writing and nol have lo deal wilh advertising, sellng. 
distributing, marketing, production or anylNng else. II Is 
also a hell of a lol cheaper, and when you cen'l command 
an ad-base Ihe way a music based zlne Ike 'MRR' can,

For me Ganyang still what it use to 
be, a duly words for some called fanzine and it is a punk/HC zine So guys and gals we meet again in the #4 issue of 
Ganyang, some said thai Ganyang had evolved from it's bad ft I issue to a quite matured of #3 issue, is that true, hope so but 
from my point of view Ganyang is still the same for me, try to spread some idea, information and maybe will create 
revolution! But overall through some observation I've found that Ganyang had given a little impact for some, it's really 
impressed me because alter some hard work through all the three issue, finally I found out it means something to some 
people out there even Ihough from my opinion it still below the standards of other good and great zine out there But I'm still 
feel Ihe satisfaction and happy that Ganyang is one part of my life which I think that cannot be separated anymore, it's like 
my twin brother (though t don't have one) because I'm keep thinking of it every time and every day, is that sucks! Right now 
I'm going to write about my personal view on the situation and maybe some tension that happened lately around us not only 
in the punk/HC scene but also in our surrounding, maybe only some of you jusl have the opportunity to read my writing, if 
you all remember I've wrote about "Punk Rock Evolution" in my tt I issue, of course that article is so simple also weak and 1 
want to try again (can I), I am nol as good as those in the columnist column but I can still give my besl, so lets go on with it 

OUR SCENE 

Lately, everything seems so slow in our DIY punk/HC (ihough in Ihe corporate punk/HC, the massive promoting had been 
done like the biggest so-called underground concerts etc.), it's like we back lo the basic old days, when everything is keep 
underground from the media approach I've also scene thai some of the coolest people in the scene try lo kick their ass by a 
hardworking work to create a true DIY environment. Two issues that kept my intention, first is the reviving of AGE 
(Alternative Garage Entertainment) which run by some cool people from the Bukit Ceylon's Dungeons It kind of excitement 
to see some old guys in our scene try lo reclaim back Ihe control of our scene rather than giving it fully to those major labels 
but at the first time maybe some people keep asking why Joe still using major record distributor called Form Recs. to 
distribute AGE stuffs I've asking Joe personally, first he said thai Malaysia Punk/HC scene lack of distribution networking 
around the nation, and it's like taking advantages of Form Recs (read scumbag international and communion for more 
update), yes it's true, 1 am nol try to pointing anything here because I'm also not do it this thing One more weakness in our 
scene that we don't have a strong distribution networking in Malaysia, maybe we can see the rationale behind the AGE 
involvement wilh Form Recs Eventhough we have some good distro over here but il s only restricted to mail-order and gig 
sells, if we look al USA and Europe the DIY networking is so huge, some the records are sold in ihe independent record store 
(maybe we have it Malaysia for examples Slash Music and Kedai Sopan which distribute Bollocks 2nd EP), what will happen 
lo some kids who live in the obscure area like in Sarawak and Sabah bui you must to pay for the convenience that offered by 
those record store, that is why AGE is encourage people lo deal directs with them Some distro are only eager lo put only 
foreign stuff in their list, so how the local one want to survive! In addition, some of the labels and distro are only towards one 
specific genres and music, there is no diversity in Ihe list If we can take examples in USA al the record store records like 7" 
vinyl is sold about US$3 which equal lo RMI0++ in Malaysia, but if they using mail-order (in USA only) they must to pay 
US$3 50 or maybe US$4 each including the postage fees, if you think over 1 think thai the distributors had reduced the price 
and the cost of the listeners, if Malaysia had a strong networking like Ebullition, No Idea, Lumberjack, Sound Pollution, 
Vacuum etc maybe we can give some alternative for the kids out here Second is to avoid the record for being pirated, look at 
the Bollocks 2nd EP. what happen are we going to sue the entire record store who sold the pirated Bollocks' EP The answer 
is we have to control our stuff, by what we must to register the pattern and copyright of each record That means we have lo 
register our record label as a business entity, although we against all those corporate things but we must because we have 
been exploited by them, lake our stand and proud of our pride, DIY doesn't mean that we must be stupid, register our label as 
an enterprise where we don't have lo prepare an annual report only some simple sel of accounts Look at the Reprisal song 
being abuse by EMI (M) Sdn Bhd, if they brave enough to exploit us, we must to brave enough lo defense it using all the 
resources we have Maybe some will not agree wilh me because il's not look 'punk' for them, eventhough if 1 am not 
mistaken Crass or Conllici had using a mainstream teenage rags to spread their idea back in 80's at UK, we must to learn 
from mistake, it's time to lake back our pride and dignity Lately also I see the awareness among the kids in the scene 
towards social issue like poverty, environment, politics (I will elaborate more on this below), youth problems elc the latest 
might be about the Hulu Selangor dam issue, kudos lo all Ihe people who involved in it The involvement in the NGO had 
given us a new era and dimension to be respect as apart of a awareness campaign group, this is prove that we are only 
preaching and shouting II on the stage and zine only, we also can do it outside punk/HC parameters, you tolks deserve my 
lull support, no obligation bout' it anymore Punk itself still a weak movement in Malaysia and it still an unorganized 
movement so we need other channels lo express it like some people who involved in Artist Pro Activist, lo gain attention 
among public to certain issue we musl lo do il this way because if we say lhal we are punk movement, surely public will give 
bad impression towards us because of those media stupid coverage towards punk a few years ago The other issue is aboul 
religious issue, in my e-mail folder Iheie is a lot of this religion things in it and this my honest opinion.

A couple of bands have even released 
new material, they are Cojoba, Atitud Subversia, Oolpe 
Justo, La £xperiencia de Tonito Cabanilla$$, Los 
Espectros, Puppet breakfast, Lacteos and Discordia The 
bands mentioned before have released or are about to
